8. TKAT ths above privileges and allotment of space are granted to said J. W. Whatley

hereinafter termed "Contractor",upon the following sxprsss tsrms and conditions*
(1) That ths Contractor shall construct a guard rail along the north, east and wsst

boundary lines of ths above desoribsd working spaos and within ths limits of suoh working
space, and said guard rail shall bs at least H fsst high and substantially braosd and
anchored.

(8) That ths Oontraetor shall in no way obstruct any fire plugs or other public utili-
ties in the construction of such guard rail.

(3) That provision shall bs mads for the normal flow of all storm waters in the gutter

and the Contractor will be responsible for any damage dons due to obstruction of any ouch

storm waters-

(4-) That the Contractor shall plaos on the outside comers of any walkway, barricades

or obstructions, zed lights during all periods of darkness.
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(5) That the Oontraotor Is permitted to oongtruot a temporary work office within such
allottid working space provided tuoh work office it not within twenty-five feat of any

oornar etreet intersection.

(6) That the Oontraotor shall remove all fenose, barrioadae, looaa matariala and
other obatruotiona on the eidewalk and atreat immediately after the neoeeaity for their

exiatenoe on eaid eidewalk or itreet hae ceased, euoh time to ba determined by the Oity
Manager, and in any event all euoh eidewalk, barricades, materials, equipment and other

obatruotiona shall be removed not later than January 8, 193̂ *
(7) That the Oontraotor shall restore all publio and private property injured during

the use of such apaoe to aa good condition as the same existed before the use of euoh apace

began*

(8) That the Oity reserves the right to revoke at any time any and all the privileges
herein granted or to require the erection or installation of additional barriers or sofa-

guards if the conditions demand it*
(9) That the Oontraotor shall furnish the Oity of Austin a surety bond in the sum of

five Thousand (15000*00) Dollars, which shall protect, indemnify and hold harmless the

Oity of Austin from any claims for damages to any person or property that may accrue to or

be brought by any person by reason of the exercise of the privileges granted the Oontraotor
by the Oity of Austin and shall guarantee the replacement of all sidewalks, pavement and

all other public property and publio utilities disturbed or removed during the reconstruc-
tion work and shall further guarantee the construction of a walkway and other safeguards

during the occupancy of the spaest

THAT Texas Publio Service Company be and the same Is hereby permitted to lay and con-

struct its gas mains In and upon the following streets!
(1) A gas main in GIBSON STREET from South Fourth Street to south Fifth Street, the

oenterllne of which gas main shall be thirty-eight fest south of and parallel to the north
line of said Olbson Street. Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not less
than 8t feet*

The Texas Public Service Company is hereby put upon notice that the Oity of Austin

does not guarantee that the space assigned above is clear from other underground utilities,
but is based upon the best records we have at hand, and that the minimum depth stated does

not have any reference to the fact that greater depthe may be required at speolal points.
When the Texas Publio Service Company retires definite information upon the ground as to
elevations or working points from which to base the location of their assignments, they
shall apply to the City Engineering Department not less than three (3) days before ouch

information is required. The Texas Publio Service Company is further put upon notice that

they will be required to bear the expense of repairs or replacement of any underground

utility damaged during the construction of lines named in this resolution.
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AND THAT whenever pavement is out in tht vicinity of a fire plug, water must be used

at intervals during the course of backfilling of tht ditohM.
THAT the work and laying of said gas mains, inoluding the sxoavation in tht strssts

and the restoration and maintenance of said strssts after said mains have bssn laid, shall

be under the supervision and direction of the City Manager, and under all the pertinent

terms and conditions of the certain franchise grantsd to said company by the City of Austi
